When 
sheep run in large flocks, i&Veir sheep 
must travel over more gruund to obtain 
his fin**, than where small flocks art 
kept iii pastures, and as that ground 
is usually traveled over daily, 
the 
It ss the numbers arc the better it 
will lie for tile sheep, even if the 
pastures are over so good. 
Wert' we 
to embark again in w«*»l-growing, we 
would not, from our previous experi­ 
ence, keep over two 
hundred head 
iii a lliH-k. 
That is to say, if we had 
a thousand head, we should keep them 
iii live separate flocks. 
Hints ox Milking Cows.—A man 
w in* had done his own milking employed 
u Isiv to do it; lie shrunk the milk onc- 
third in two weeks. Tim owner resumed 
th*' milking and iu two weeks got the 
same tis before. 
Afterward ho set a 
hind man to milk, aud lie shrunk the 
rn:1k ten percent, in two weeks; and in 
tvni weeks more, the owner milking 
again, got as much as before. This 
man does the work quickly and milks 
very «lean. 
Ile closes the fore Anger

In agricultural papers of to-day, 
s rghum seed is highly recommended os 
food for horses, hogs, chickens, etc. 
his is a step in the right direction. 
'; riddle cakes made of sorghum flour are 
jiuiiar in taste 
and appearance to 
bucku heat oaken, and of a milder and 
L'iter flavor. A person might easily lie 
dceeiwd, thinking he was eating buck­ 
wheat cukes, when in reality they were 
made of .sorghum flour. Some of tim “ su- 
I ii or brands of buckwheat flour*’ we 
frequently soc advertised, are made from 
sorghum seed. 
One way of curing tho 
s*v*l is, toke it when the sorghum is har­ 
vested and scatter it on the grass where 
it can not be disturbed, leave it there a 
couple of weeks or sa 
A few showers 
or frosts will not hurt it, but if it is 
c ittcrtHl too thick, it should lie turned 
. M*c*asii molly to prevent molding. When 
it is thoroughly dry haul it onto the bam 
floor, and when it has cured enough, 
thrash tile seed out and run it through 
the windmill
